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Condemned Without Trial 


»-pHE action of the British Columbia 
* government in setting up a board 
of reference to hear provincial civic 
service grievances appears to go as 
far as a government should go in the 
surrender of authority over its own 
staff. Notwithstanding the imme¬ 
diate objections of the general secre¬ 
tary of the employees’ association, 
the appointment of this three-man 
board appears to be a fair and prac¬ 
ticable arrangement for the settle¬ 
ment of differences between the gov¬ 
ernment and the dvil service. 

'Hite development in relationships 
between employer and employees* 
organization creates something hith¬ 
erto lacking: an Independent tribunal 
to mediate and, within necessary 
limitations, render decisions when the 
two rides find they cannot agree. The 
accent should be on the word “inde¬ 
pendent”—again in spite of Mr. 
O’Connor’s objection. For him even 
to hint that Dr. Hugh Keenleyside 
might be incapable of impartiality 
simply because he performs other 
duties for the province is both absurd 


and uncalled for. The association 
should be grateful Tor the fact that 
a man like Dr. Keenleyside will 
occupy the chair, 

The limitations placed on items 
on which the board of reference shall 
have power to make binding decisions 
may annoy Mr. O’Connor, the asso¬ 
ciation’s paid organizer, but they are 
In keeping with parliamentary prac¬ 
tice and the principle of sovereignty. 
No one or no body outside the govern¬ 
ment may initiate measures for the 
expenditure of public money. If the 
government were to permit some 
other body to decide civil service 
salary scales it would thereby be 
permitting outsiders to determine 
budgetary matters. 

Since the association has not been 
granted all that it had demanded it 
is only natural that there should be 
some dissatisfaction. It would be 
more reasonable, however, and would 
do more to inspire public confidence 
In the motives of the civil servants* 
union, if this change of policy had 
been accepted as an advance and 
allowed a fair trial in operation. 


Back to the Professionals 


/^reat Britain is cutting 56,ooo 
^ men off its army roll in a pro¬ 
gressive return to a professional mili¬ 
tary force. Next year the numbers 
will be further reduced, and the final 
aim is a highly-trained army of 
180.000 men by 1963. In view of the 
world situation that is a small force 
to maintain, and in this sense is a 
measure of disarmament. 

It is not purely a matter of budget 
saving, however. Higher rates of pay 
now going into effect will mean a 
raise in costs for ground forces over 
last year. The reduction of person¬ 
al, a process begun last year, is an 
admission that national service has 
not been a success. The compulsory 
recruitment introduced some years 
ago to bolster defence, commendable 
in theory, has not returned the fruits 
expected. 

The long-held view that one Volun¬ 
teer is worth two pressed men has 
been sustained, for peacetime at least. 
In war the situation is different; the 
urge then is all-embracing, and once 


in uniform men become alike in their 
dedication. No such enthusiasm has 
followed postwar national service in 
Britain nor, one fancies, in other 
countries long used to volunteer 
recruitment. 

Far from taking to their roles 
with gusto the two-year national 
service men have in many instances 
simply put in time. They have not 
reacted with interest to tasks which 
they know are only temporary and 
foreign to the personal careers thev 
have in mind. Efficiency has suf¬ 
fered as a result, and regiments are 
turning with relief to the thought of 
an army composed of men who join 
up because they want to be soldiers. 

The British army of the future 
therefore will hold to the pattern of 
its earlier days, that of a highly- 
trained professional force ready for 
sudden call and upon which expan¬ 
sion can be based in event of a 
national emergency. That is the 
policy of the Canadian Army, and 
this postwar British experiment has 
confirmed its wisdom. 


Jumping It Up 




W/’HEN the Greater Victoria Water 
™ Board announced it would in¬ 
crease its base rate on bulk water to 
the municipalities by 30 per cent to 
caver costs of capital construction 
ahead, it became evident that the 
municipalities would have to hand on 
the extra charge in one form or 
another. Victoria City’s proposal, 
which would affect Esquimalt water 
subscribers also, is now moving for¬ 
ward in the committee stage. It 
would involve an immediate boost in 
industrial and domestic water rates, 
In service charges falling on users, 
and in the cost of water connections 
in varying dimensions at the property 
line. 

The suggested city increase, how¬ 
ever, starts at 41 per cent on water 
at the tap level, and with attendant 
service and connection charges ap¬ 
pears at points to reach the 50 per 
cent mark. TTys, it is explained, 
would give a 5 per cent return on 


the municipal investment with the 
new basic charge paid. If that were 
the only effect perhaps there would 
be nothing to do but adopt the new 
scheduling. Unfortunately the boost 
may not prove as simple as that. 
Home owners did not expect such a 
sharp advance in their bills in a single 
year. Summer irrigation of Victoria 
lawns may go into something of an 
eclipse. Industrial users of water in 
bulk will unexpectedly be faced with 
a formidable problem, and Victoria 
is looking for industry. 

Before it assents to this three 
point remedy, involving such a sharp 
jump in cost on water users, would 
it not pay the City and the other 
municipalities to take up with the 
• Greater Victoria Water Board the 
possibility of stretching out the sud¬ 
den advance in the base rate in more 
gradual timing? The boost in the 
base rate from 10 to 13 cents per 
1,000 gallons itself came with very 
little warning. 


Interpreting the News 

Radar Screen Questioned

T HE decision to plant a towering 
radar station in the middle of the 
serene Yorkshire moors may create a 
sin in Britain. Apart from taking four 
square miles of a national park, there ts 
a fairly firm belief in some quarters that 
,jt is worth virtually jnothing to the 
country. 

When it was announced In Parlia¬ 
ment last week. Air Minister George 
Ward assured members that the £43,000,- 
000 missile-spotting station would assume 
paramount importance in Western de¬ 
fences. 

But despite its long range- the exact 
distance has not been disclosed—there is 
atrong scientific belief that Britain will 
still not get more than five minutes’ 
warning of a missile attack. For this, the 
country will pay £8.000.000 toward the 
cost of the station. 

* * * 

Tlie United States will get at least 
15 minutes warding from the radar 
• screen that will be the size of a football 
field. Its share will be £35.000.000. 

Ward had barely made his announce¬ 
ment when he felt the first blast of the 
Opposition winds. Emanuel Shinwell, 


sharp-spoken former Labor defence min¬ 
ister, asked if "we are going to become 
a colony of the Uriited States?” 

In an equally biting tone, Labor s 
chief defence spokesman, George Brown, 
said the station will give Britons just 
enough warning of impending attack to 
ny”cfiegrttrc haps. ” —~~ ~-- 

Reports around Westminster say the 
Labor party is planning a sharp offensive 
against the radar station during the, de¬ 
bate on defence.

Thor* is some feeling in defence 
circles that any value the station may 
have now' will be outdated by the time 
it is operational-in 1963. 

Some suggest that the DEW line is an 
example of an efficient defence system 
being overtaken by missiles between its 
beginning and completion; and they say 
that if missile development continues at 
the same speed during the next three 
years the Yorkshire station may be in 
the same position. 

Ward might have been implying a 
somewhat limited life for the station 

when he told Parliament that the minute 
it becomes unnecessary, buildings will be 
togj down and parkland restored.

Normality Is Not for Royalty 


N OW that the tumult and the 
shouting are beginning to fade 
away following the historically inter¬ 
esting first royal 
birth to a reigning 
monarch for more 
than a hundred 
years, there re¬ 
mains the illumin¬ 
ating conjecture 
about the pattern 
of monarchy in the 
changing world. 

No doubt a royal 
child has many 
material advantages, but there are 
many handicaps — frequently over¬ 
looked by people who regard royalty 
as a kind of inherited sinecure. We 
have seen that Prince Philip is roost 
anxious to provide a “normal” up¬ 
bringing - normal In this case being 
attendance at school instead of being 
educated at home but even that ia 
beset with problems. 

a a A 

The main problems are the inquisi¬ 
tive public and the inquisitive news¬ 
paper reporter. A prince or a princess 
still retains an aura of glamor. The 
public respond gloriously to the slight¬ 
est tit bit and consequently "normal” 
education tends to become abnormal 
for this very reason. Other small 
boys and girls whose purpose is to 
instil this atmosphere of normality 
find themselves in a position of ex¬ 
ceptional advantage to make a fast 
buck. If the royal youngster grazes 
a knee it would be worth a couple 
of dollars on any reporter's expense 
sheet. If perchance he cuffed or was 
ruffed it would be worth a great deal 
more. And there have been times 
when the road to royal normality has 
been strewn with dangers of this sort. 

Indeed the lot of a royal child is 
a difficult one from birth. 

It is a constant battle to preserve 
a sense of normality in wholly abnor¬ 
mal conditions. For all practical pur¬ 
poses life has to be lived under the 
microscope of public examination. 
Unlike film stars who only have to 
provide glamor at public appearances.

It would not 
be surprising if you found yourself 
two or three seats away from royalty 
in a theatre (they now patronize the 
stalls), and it is not unusual to find 
royalty shopping without the store 
being closed to the general public. 
But there remains a consciousness 
shout this sort of abnormality which 
must be distressing to the partici¬ 
pants. After all. the Queen would not 
visit a show which had not been 
“vetted” and she would be unlikely 
to visit a store without some clear 
indication of what it was she wished 
to purchase.

Despite the trends the fact remains 
that the new royal baby has been 
born into a royal prison with no 
release probable. A life of rigid 
discipline lies ahead--the sort of life 
that very few of us would care to 
adopt. Public personalities rise and 
fade, but there is no chance for 
royalty. 

Spare a thought for the royal 
prisoner. No matter what he wants 
to do the answer is “no” unless It

Surely We Can Do Better 

(From The Toronto Globe and Mail) 


A USTRALIAN Immigration Min¬ 
ister Downer announces that 
since 1946 his country had accepted 
almost 250.000 refugees. Now. as it* 
contribution to World Refugee Year, 
it proposes j to bring in 6,000 more dur¬ 
ing 19&) — twice Australia’s normal 
annual intake in this category. 

♦ * A 

How dp Canada's efforts compare 
with this? Our immigration statistics 
do not always distinguish between 
refugees and ordinary immigrants, so 
that an exact comparison is impos¬ 
sible. However, in a jspeech at Ham¬ 
ilton last November Immigration 
Minister Ellen Fairrlough gave the 
number of persons officially classified 
as refugees who Mitered Canada from 
1946 to the end of 1958 as 230.948. 

This general total includes, among 
-other*, 4h»^’diaplarad permnsLoilha.. 
post war years, the Polish veterans, 
and the exiles fro|JV Hungary* after 
1 the 1956 revolution. In addition. Mrs. 
Fairclough stated that “many thou¬ 
sands” of persons who were actually 
refugees had entered under other 
classifications. 

Perhaps it would be safe to put* 
the total number admitted to Canada 
at about 250.000. This is approxi¬ 
mately the Australian figure, but it 
should be remembered that Aus¬ 
tralia’s population is around 10.000,- 
^000. while that of Canada approaches 
18000.000. If Canada had accepted 
refugees on the same scale as Aus¬ 
tralia. our total would now be in the 
neighborhood of 375.000. 

It is when we compare the respect 
five contributions the two countries 
are making to World Refugee Year 


that we have cause for real embar¬ 
rassment. Australia is prepared to 
bring in 6,000 during the year. The 
Canadian government’s contribution 
to date has been the movement of 100 
tubercular families—perhaps 400 per¬ 
sons in all from the European camps 
to new homes and new hopes in Caiw, 
ada. <7 

This is a good beginning, but it 
should be only a beginning. Unfortun¬ 
ately, the Dominion government 
seems content to rest on its oars and 
leave any further movements to be 
financed by the provinces or by the 
citizen*. Private organizations and in¬ 
dividuals are anxious to help—indeed 
World Refugee Year has received a 
tremendous response across the 
country but they get very little en¬ 
couragement from the Immigration 
Department. As the months pass, the 
’ danger Is growing that our cohfribuv 
Jion to World Refugee Year be 
only a token one. 

A * * 

Our 400 arrivals Contrast miser¬ 
ably not merely with what Australia 
hks undertaken to do but with the 
actions of some European countries. 
Norway, for example. Is going to ac¬ 
cept 1.400 handicapped refugees, - 
while Belgium—one of the most over¬ 
crowded countries in the world—ia 
preparing to resettle 3,000. 

Surely we can do better than this! 
With its size, its wealth, its small pop¬ 
ulation and its chronic labor short¬ 
ages, Canada is in a better position 
th«urany other nation to lake the lead 
In solving the refugee problem We 
should be marching at the head of the 
procession, not crawling at the rear.

Electricity Rates 

In the B.C. Electric Company publication “The 
Buzzer" dated Feb. 8, the following statement appears: 
“Our industrial rates are substantially competitive with 
thoee in any Canadian or United States elty and lower 
than most." 

If this is true, why is it the householders in B.C. pay 
more than twice as much for electricity as homes in 
Eastern Canada? Does it mean that the householders in 
B.C. are subsidizing the low rates for industry? 

I enclose an Ottawa Hydro bill for January and 
February. 1958. which shows my charges for 1380 KWH 
were 10.56. whereas my bill from the B.C. Electric for 
January 1960. for 574 KWH, was $1242. 

In Ontario, householders are billed once every two 
months, so that you benefit by only paying the higher 
rate on the first 60 KWH over a two-month period. In 
B.C we pay the higher rate every month. 

Why does not the B-C. Ekjrtrie Company adopt this 
- policy and pass the savings in overhead to the consumer? 
We receive water bills once every two months, why not

Rich Soil Gags Baby 


By M. V. CHESNUT, FRH8 

As I mentioned in yesterday’s 
column, one of the precautions to be 
observed in starting seeds indoors is 
the timing, for plants coddled too 
long indoors seldom make satis¬ 
factory growth after planting out 
Another very important point is the 
choice of soil into which the seeds 
are to be sown. 

A seed-sow ing soil mixture 
needn't he very rich, for the seed it- 
-eelf contains enough plant food to 
sustain the baby plant for several 
weeks. The first leaves to appear 
the cotyledons or seed leaves—are 
filled with nutrients, and the seedling 
lives on this stored food until the 
roots are big enough to forage for 
themselves, after which the seed 
leaves shrivel and drop off. Those 
thickish seed leaves are very obvious 
in such plants as cucumbers and 
beans but not so apparent in some of 
the flowers. In onions and similar 
one-leafed seedlings, the food reserve 
remains below ground. 

it it it 

A rich soil, therefore, is quite un¬ 
necessary for starting seeds; in fact, 
soil heavily charged with nutrients 
can be an embarrassment to the 
plant, stimulating it to too much leaf 


growth at a time when root develop¬ 
ment is much more important. 

What is most important to a seed¬ 
ling is the texture of the soil. It must 
be light enough to be penetrated by 
tiny, fragile root hairs and, above 
all, it must drain freely, retaining 
only enough moisture to supply the 
needs of the seedlings but never 
enough to puddle the surface. Water 
poured on the surface should vanish 
in a matter of seconds. Ordinary 
garden soil Is seldom right for start¬ 
ing seeds. 

A good mixture is two partj loam 
soil, one part peat moas and one part 
coarse sand, measured by bulk, not 
by weight. Ideally, the toil should 
be lime-free medium loam with Just 
enough clay in it to leave a smear 
when rubbed on the hand when 
moist. 

★ ★ * 

The peat should be put through a 
sieve to get out the lumps and the 
sand should be really coarse stuff, 
with grains varying from tt to V* 
inch across. The coarser kinds of 
seashore sand are usually very good, 
and if taken from well above the 
high water mark, it is unlikely they 
will have too much salt content. 

For each bushel of this mixture, 
you should add 1H ounces of super¬ 


phosphate and \ ounces of chalk. 
The superphosphate can be purchased 
from any garden supply firm and 
for the chalk you can crush to 
powder a few sticks of blackboard 
chalk. If you lack the means of 
weighing these ingredients, you can 
figure three level tablespoonfula to 
the ounce, but use a proper measur¬ 
ing spoon from your wife’s baking 
equipment. 

* * * 

To measure the soil mixture, a 
box 22 inches long, 10 inches wide 
and 10 inches deep will hold exactly 
a bushel. When this is filled with 
sand or soil, you’ll find it Is all a 
strong man can do to lift it. much 
less carry It. Don’t press the soil 
down when measuring—just thump 
the box on the ground occasionally 
when filling. 

I spread my measured loam on 
the concrete floor of our garage in a 
long, low, flat topped layer and this 
is covered with an even layer of 
slightly dampened peat moss. The 
sand should be dry. so as to run and 
mix easily, and a little should be held 
back for mixing with the chalk and 
superphosphate additives, to be 
sprinkled evenly over the surface of 
the pile. The whole is them mixed 
thoroughly with a coal shovel or a 
flat apade.

A letter was read from a 
service station operator in 
Portland, Ore., who said 
trading stamp companies were 
“nothing but a leech living off 
the efforts and ability of re¬ 
tail merchants that were 
foolish enough to start giving 
them away.’’ 

J. L. Kinneard, secretary- 
manager of the Automotive 
Retailers’ Association, said 
merchants who start using 
trading stamps to remain 
competitive are the biggest 
losers in the “racket." 

The brief pointed out that 
federal legislation outlaws usej 
of the stamps, but has been 
found to have loopholes. 


He said “a provincial law 
would simply augment the 
prohibition already established 
. . . and would prevent B.C. 
being faced with expensive 
legal actions now taking place 
in some eastern provinces."
